. Travis Barker, president of the 
aseociation, occupied the chair. lr 
an introductory address he thanked 
the West-enders for the alacyity wit!

He made a number of tel 
ling comments upon the tenants’ fran 
chise plank of the association. He 
declared this to be the cardinal prin 
ciple of the association. To incom 
ers from other provinces it must be :

ed unless they possessed the neces 
sary property qaulifications. The ten 
ants were antitled to votes, The wes‘ 
had no desire to go back to the dar} 
feudal ages, when only land owner 
were voters. It was not the lane 
owner or the man of wealth who oc 
cupied positions of prominence in the 
world. He referred to the anomalous 
position of the man who erected : 
$900 house on a piece of property 
worth $100, and yet being denied th 
right of a vote. 

Legislation for the Masses. 

Dr. I, J, Lane was the tirst of the 
Kast end candidates to speak. He 
declared he admired the walks, thi 
streets, the boulevards,the sewers ani 
the waterworks system of the Wes’ 
end, but he considered the Kast en 
wag entitled to similar conveniences 
It had been said only $300 more hac 
been spent in the West vend thar 
was expended in the East end. I 
this were true he would make no com 
plaint. He said there should be ni 
imaginary line drawn between the tw: 
sectio’ \ of the city. The city shoul 
be on, whole community with simila: 
interests. 

He drew attention to the rapic 
growth of the city, and the conse 
quent necessity for care in civic ex 
pendituree He believed in economy 
He would conduct the business of the 
city in the same manner as he woul 
his own. 

He touched on the tenants’ fran 
chise plank of the association. It wa: 
the conviction of the East End aseoc 
iation that every tenant should have : 
vote. He believed in legislation for 
the people, not class legislation. H+ 
reaffirmed his allegiance to every 
plank approved by the East End Rate 
payers’ association. What the Kas‘ 
end demanded was fair play, and it 
would be obtained if not thi: year 
next yeat, or the year following. Fai 
play was the right of the Erst end, 


“You can’t get it,” said a voier 
from the audience, fs ffl 
“We can and will get it,’ declared 


the speaker. 

He paid a tribute to the ability o 
John Galbraith. He promised to dc 
his duty if he were elected. 

No Antagonism in East. 

John Galbraith, another of the Eas 
end candidates. followed Dr. Lane. H« 
disclaimed any épirit of antagonisn 
on the part of the East end towarce 
the west. He admired the improve 
ments of the West end, and was bj 
uo means convinced these improve 
ments were due to a spirit of discrim 
ination on the part of the aldermer 
against the East end, The fault lay 
in the city charter, which made i 
compulsory for the applicants for im 
provements to secure the consent o 
a two-thirds majority of the property 
owners on a street for any improve 
ment. This was possible in the Wes 
end while it might not be in the Easi 
end. fl ffl 

He enlarged on the plank calling 
for opposition to the high inflation o! 
the city’s assessment, He considerec 
it a mistake to place the assessment 
on speculative values. An effort shoule 
be made to determine a normal basi: 
of assessment. It should increase 
only in ratio. to an inercase of popu 
Jation, 

He declared he would vote to retair 
the street railway franchise for the 
city, should it come before the coun- 
cil, He asked for votes if his an 
nounced platform approved itself t 
the voters, 

Charter Can be Amended. / 

Geo. 8. Armstrong, was the third 
East end candidate to address the 
meeting. At the outset he noted that 
as cireumstanees altered cases it war 
possible to wmend the city charter 
as necessity arose demanding amend 
ment. He was opposed to the division 
of the city into sections, He consid 
ered it was every citizen’s ‘business 
to make the whole interests of the 
city his 

Dealing with the public utilities he 
said it was absolutely necessary to 
put them on a paying basis Private 
corporations could do it, and there 
should be no reason for the city’s fail- 


ions would be largely a reiteration. 
Ye considered the city should under- 
ake immediately a systematic beauti- 
jeation of the city and enlarged on 
his feature. He undertoox to criti- 
‘ize the present mayor and council 
or their lack of economy in filling 
ip the city yards with materials 
vhich were not yet required for use. 
fhe purchase of steel rails, although 
nade when the steel rail market was 
aore advantageous than at present, 
robaaly resolved itself into a loss 
vhen it was considered that the money 
equired for this purchase was bor- 
owed and two interests paid. 

First Mayoralty Candidate. 

Ald. Picard was the first of the two 
vardidates for the mayoraity to ad- 
{ress the meeting. 

“1 don’t come here to say what we 
hould do or what we should have 
lone,’ he said, “I have been con- 
rected with the city council so long 


hat I know of instances in which 
he council has gone too slow, and 
thers in which the expansion has 


een too rapid. 

“The council is repeatedly confront- 
di with demands from the citizens for 
miblic works, and the difficulty arises 
n meeting these demands.” 

He referred to the installation of the 
vaterworks system in the city. When 
he demand for this was first appar- 
mt, a company of which Mr, MeDou- 
‘all was a member, came to the city 
nd asked for a franchise to supply 
vater, 

“T opposed granting this franchise 
o a private corporation, and advocat- 
d the public ownership of this enter- 
»rise.”’ 

He dealt at considerable length 
vith the question of sewerage, ex- 
jaining that until the Rat Creek sew- 
+ was constructed it was impossible 
o drain some of the Mower sections 
f the city. He said he would see 
that next year the trunk sewer on 
‘raser’s Flats was constructed, and 
he system would then serve a popula- 
ion of 40,000. 

“We have been charged with spend- 
ng large sums of money. We have 
»xxpended much money. but it is im- 
rossible to extend the water, the 
ewer, the electric light and the tele- 
shone systems without spending 
noney.” 

He took up the question of the ten- 
ants franchise, and pointed out that 
he new charter was not infallible. It 
vas not perfect. It had atready beer 
mended, and it would have to be 
‘urther amended, and one of the am- 
‘ndments he would endorse would be 
he clause dealing with the tenants’ 
franchise. 

He caid he wags a progressive man. 
ind had served his apprenticeship at 
she council board. He knew the weak- 
1esses of the city charter, and knew 
vherein the administration might be 
improved. In this particular be con. 
sidered he was more competent t> fill 
he position of mayor than his c¢p- 
ponent. 

He declared his idea in reference to 
the conduct of civie utilities Was mt 
© make them revenue producing, but 
o effect a reduction in rates, 
yad been carried out in connect 
vith the lighting system, This 
vartment last year had a surplus of 
319,000, and the rates of light were 
vorrespondingly reduce. 

In conclusion he said it had been 
stated that he spoke English with dif- 
jeulty, and consequently was not a 
rood man for inayor 

“Surely the fair-minded citizens of 
Edmonton will not hold this against 
me,” ‘ 

A ratepayer: “Can Mr. Picard tel! 
1s why $45,000 worth of sewer pipe is 
lying in the city yards unused?” 

“When aldermen are elected they 
ire yot supposed to go around the 
sity yards measuring sewer pipe, If 
the city is loaded up with pipe it is 
he fault) of the commissioners. The 
ildermen are asked to pass accounts 
or the payment of what imatrial is 
supposed to be required.** 

A Business Man Candidate, 

John A. McDougall, the other may- 
vralty candidate, was reecived with 
snthusiastic applause. He was glad 
f the apparent interest not only in 
the mayoralty contest but in the ald- 


rmauic race as well, 
“There seems to be a shower of 
ibuse directed at me because | am 


wepared to offer myself as a mayor- 
alty candidate. This may be merely 
an incident to an citizen's candida 
ure for public office. * 

He did not propose to criticize eith- 
r the present mayor or the alder- 
nen, even though that right were re- 
served by any ratepayer. He gave his
